OBJECTIONS TO SMOOT

AVAPHINGTON, April ID. In the shadow
of the majestic shaft of the Washington
monument the cornerstone of the Memorial
Continental Hall, which the Daughters of
the American Revolution are to build in
memory of the heroes of that war, was
laid this afternoon with impressive cere-

monies and in the presence of daughters
from every State in the Union, their daugh- -
tcrs and granddaughters. The daughters
were seated in an inclosed space, on one
tide of which was erected a stand im-

mediately in front of the cornerstone. The
Epace was elaborately decorated with flags
ami bunting. Across the front of the stand
were tour garlands bearing the names of
Jlrs. Benjamin Harrison, Mrs. John W.
Foster, Mrs. Adlai Stevenson and Mrs. Dan-
iel Manning, the four presidents general
of the society. The beginning of the cere-
monies was signalized by the singing of
''America," the great assemblage being led
by the Marine Band The Invocation was
pronounced by the Rev. Edward Everett
Ilale, chaplain of the Senate. An ovation
preceded the next number on the pro-irram-

the address by the president gen
eral of tho society, Mrs. Charles W. Fair-
banks, wife of the senior-senat- or from In-
diana. She was repeatedly interrupted by
applause. Mrs. Fairbanks' 3 address was
brief and told the simple story of the pur-
pose for which tho hall was erected.

"It will, when completed." she said, "sym-
bolize the contributions, the beliefs of thou-
sands of patriotic women of the Republic,
and as we have the saving faith to be-
lieve, this palace beautiful will stand for
ages a temple from which will shine forth
the? rays of the lamp of liberty, kept trim-
med and burning by the devote! daughters
ot patriotic ancestry. It will be a shrine
to which future generations will repair to
receive renewed inspiration in their work
for liberty."

The cornerstone was laid by the Grand
Iidico of Masons of the listrict of Colum-
bia. The gavel used was the historic one
which President Washington used when he
presided as grand masttr of the Masons of
the State of Virginia in laying the cor-
nerstone of the Capitol building. Mrs. Fair-ban- k?

presented to the grand master a
package containing the articles to be cn-ca.-- ed

in the stone.

Supreme Court Justice Is Renomi-
nated to Serve Twenty-On-e

Years on the Bench.

HARRJSBURG. Pa.. April 19.-- Thc Dem-
ocratic state convention, which was held
here to-da- y. refused to instruct the na-
tional delegates from Pennsylvania to vote
for the nomination of J.udge Alton D. Par-
ker, of New York, for. President. The
delegates will go to St. Louis uninstructed
and will be bound by the unite rule.

An attempt was made by the managers
tho resolutions crmmitto tr nmfnd tho

platform by substituting for the unit rule
plank a paragraph instructing the dele-
gates for Judge Parker. It failed and the
platform as adopted by the committee
was unanimously adopted by the conven-
tion.

Justice Samuel Gustine Thompson, of
Philadelphia, was nominated by acclama-
tion for Supreme Court justice to Succeed
himself for the full term of twenty-on- e

years. He Is at present a member of the
Supreme Court by appointment of Governor
Peuaypacker. aud his commission expires
next January.

The delegates at larsre to the national
convention are Colonel James M. Guffey.
State Chairman J. K. P. Hall, ex-Gover-

Robert K. Pattison and Robert E. Wright.
The national delegates and electors

chosen by the delegates from the Fifteenth
and Twenty-secon- d districts are contested.
The contests were referred to a committee
to be appointed by State Chairman Hall.
Chairman Hall will be re-elect- ed to-morr- ow

by the state committee at its annual
session

The platform, which Is long, follows In
part:

' It is obvious that since the accession of
President Roosevelt tu the presidency, thethoughtful sentiment of the country hasbecome distrustful of his administration
and fearful of the consequences of his ex-
traordinary, erratic and autocratic as-
sumption and exercise of power. All thatconservative, men feared as a result of his
accession to power lias come to pass. Safe,
dignified administration has given way to
strenuous, spectacular partisanship, na-
tional and international problems of vastImport have become the sport of personal
ambition and have been fashioned and
molded as stepping stones to the presi-
dential succession.

"To-da- y the country finds in Theodore
Roosevelt a standing menace to constitu-
tional government, to international busi-
ness and to business stability and pros
perity. It turns to the Democratic organ
ization lor safety and relief-- to that party
of conservatism, which from its birth andthrough so many years was the bulwark
against the spirit of sectionalism, fanati
cism, radicalism and the crude, wild
theories of experimentalists dashed in vain.

"We commend the declaration of Mr.
McKinley in his last public address, when
he said: A system which provides a mu-
tual exchange of commodities is manifest
ly essential to the continued healthfulness
and growth of our export trade. We must
not repose in fancied security that we can
forever sell everything and buy little or
nothing the period of exclusiveness is
past. The expansion of our trade and
commerce is the pressing problem, com
mercial wars are unprofitable; a policy of
good win ana inenaiy relations will pre-
vent reprisals.'

"While we recognize the right of capital
in all legitimate lines of enterprise to
combine lor tne increase or business, w
believe that by wise legislation, rigidly
enforced against such combinations, their
evil tendencies can be prevented without
needless destruction to the capital upon
which labor must depend for employment
and compensation. e believe that a, ma-
jority of the unlawful trusts now in ex
istence are the direct and natural result of
excessive Republican tariff laws which de-
stroy competition and inevitably breed
combinations for monopoly. To remedy
this evil should bo one oi the first purposes
or tarm revision. 10 such revision our
party stands pledged.

"Federal taxation of all kinds should be
reduced. The enormous surplus accumu
lated by the government has not only
brougni extravagance, diu has Dccome a
standing menace to the financial stability
of the country. The entire currency con
ditions to-da- y. afieeting all business inter
ests, are made to depend upon the mood
and whim ot the secretary of the treasu-
ry- in his maninulation of the govern
ment deposits. This condition has become'
intolerable and should be remedied by re
duction of taxation.

"Our national strength should rather be
exhibited in resisting the aggressions of
rrreat powers than in brow-bcatin- g the
weak American republics whose guardian
ship and protection we have so long as
sumed and maintained.

"We favor the speedy completion of the
Panama canal, but regret that our govern
ment should have permitted this great
project to be stained with evidence of dis
honorable intrigue against the Integrity of
a friendly republic.

VOTES AJBJIEP STATE

Onlv o.ooo Ballots Are Cast in
Louisiana No Negroes at

the Polls.

REPUBLICAN IS SLAIN

NEW ORLEANS, April D.-- In an unin-
teresting general election the Democrats to
day swept the State, electing their ticket.
headed by former Justice N. C. Blanchard
for Governor, and practically a solid rep-

resentation in both houses of the Legis-

lature. Former Mayor W. J. Bchan, an ex- -
Confederate soldier - and prominent sugar
planter, headed the opposition ticket of
iily white" Republicans. The regular Re-

publicans put no ticket in the Held and
practically no negro votes were cast. The

Lily Whites" control the federal offices
here and their contest to-d- ay was simply
to maintain their organization. A com-
paratively large vote was polled In New-Orlean- s,

giving Blanchard a majority esti-
mated at 12..M, but there was great apathy
in the State, except in a few of the sugar,
districts. Indications point to a total vote
of approximately 50", with Blanchard's
majority conservatively estimated at 2S.O.
In the January primary the Democrats
polled 72.0.

The election was uniformly peaceable,
the only exception thus far reported being
at Gonzales, in Ascension parish, where
Capt. Samuel Moore, a prominent merchant
and planter and leader of thf Republicans,
was instantly killed by Deputy Sheriff
Smith. Mixire attempted to post dodgers
containing pictures of two neu rocs holding
minor positions under the Democratic ad-

ministration. Smith interfered and shot
Moore dead when the latter attempted to
draw a weapon.

The Legislature elected to-d- ay will choose
a United States senator. Senator Murphy
J. Foster having been nominated in the
primary, will receive practically the solid
vote of both houses.

GORMAN NOT SURPRISED

Like Senator McCreary, He Ex-

pected Instructions for Judge
Parker.

WASHINGTON, April lD.-Asto- nlshing

indifference and lack of enthusiasm is no-

ticeable on the part of Democrats here in
Congress concerning the action of the
Democracy of New York in declaring for
Alton R. Parker's nomination for Presi-
dent. There was no throwing of hats in
the air, as some of Parker's adherents had
anticipated. There was no unseemly
scrambling on the part of the prominent
party leaders from the West or South to
get aboard the Parker bandwagon. "We
expected that Judge Parker would be made
New York's favorite son," Is the consensus
of expressions heard to-da- y whenever the
subject was raised for discussion.

Perhaps the most signiiicant statement
was made by Senator McCreary, of Ken-
tucky. "I am a Gorman man first, with
Judge Parker as my second choice," he
said. "I want to make that plain, and not
to have any inference drawn from what I
say that senator Gorman is out or tne
race or the South is ready to desert his
candidacy. As for New York's action, it
was no surprise. Judge Parker is an ex
cellent man and would make a good can-
didate. I believe that the Democracy of
his own State only did what It ought to
have done by instructing for him."

Senator Gorman himself was asked for
an expression as to the probable errect
upon the canvass of New York's Instruc-
tions for Parker.

"Why. there was no surprise in that, was
there?" he queried, with a twinkle in his
eye. "Several weeks ago it was a subject
of discussion, but I supposed everybody
had come to expect just what happened
there yesterday. I don't see as there is
anything further to be said just yet."

One direct and apparent effect of the New
York slate convention appears to be the
elimination of Hearst, the trading stamp
candidate, from further serious considera
tion In connection with the nomination.
The fact that Hearst's name was not once
mentioned In his own party's convention in
his own State and that moat of his ad-
herents had to content, themselves with the
shouting and parading outside the conven-
tion hall, has had a disastrous effect upon
his subsidized canvass. Prominent Demo
crats here hail this result with genuine
satisfaction, and there is really more en-
thusiasm manifested over Hearst's utter
rout than over Parker's gam of strength.

The situation seems to be that the Parker
canvass has Just reached its most critical
stage. Its headway in other States the next
few weeks will have much to do with de
termining whether his candidacy will go
virtually unopposed by the conservativa
wing of the party at St. Louis. Senator
Carmack, of Tennessee, is one of the most
rabid Parker men, and he says that his
State, contrary to custom there, will In-

struct Its delegation for Parker. Georgia,
too, it Is expected, will take similar action,
and the Parker boomers look anxiously to
ward where they hope to obtain instruc-
tions. It is apparent, however, from the
present temper of Democratic leaders that
many States will send uninstructed delega-
tions, free to throw their votes to any can-
didate who may develop unexpected
strength in the convention.'

Hearst and his subsidized agents are bad
ly disconcerted at their failure to keep up
the hurrah longer for the "yellow peril."
Ills canvass has gone to pieces so suddenly
and completely that he is more an object of
pity now than of derision.

As to Judge Swayne's reputation In Jack-
sonville Professor Wurts said: "Judge
Swayne's reputation in Jacksonville was
that of a judge who was open to influence
and whose decisions were governed by other
considerations than tne law and the evi-
dence."

The witness testified that Judge Swayne
had a private car of the Jacksonville, Tam-
pa & Key West Railroad at his disposal forsomething like two years during the re-
ceivership of Mason Young, who was ap-
pointed by Judge Swayne. During the sum-
mer months from May to December, he
said. Judge Swayne would corne to Jackson-
ville from his Northern home only on
"rule" days. On those trips, which took
place about once a month, the witness
stated the judge would use this private car.
According to Professor Wurts the Florida
Central & Peninsula Railroad furnished
Judge Swayne a private car for himself
and party to go to the Pacific slope. This
trip caused much scandalous talk in Jack-
sonville, and the witness said on his return
Judge Swayne told him that the only ex-
pense the trip had been to him was the
provisioning of the car.

The appointment of John King, a young
man without legal knowledge or training,
as master in chancery in a pending suit in-
volving the Florida Southern Railway was
another of the accusations brought forward
by Professor Wurts against Judge Swayne.
King, he said, was reputed to be a relative
of the Judge. He received a salary of $123
a month for twenty-fiv- e months under this
appiontment. and finally a fee of $13.50) for
closing up the business and selling the road.

SUFFER DEFEAT IN CASE

Petition for Leave to Intervene Is
Denied by the United States

Circuit Court.

DECISION IS UNANIMOUS

Northern Securities Company May
Now Proceed to Distribute

Stock and Dissolve.

ST. PAUL. Minn., April 19. In the United
States Circuit Court --this morning Judges
Sanborn, Thayer, Vandevanter and Hook
unanimously denied the application of Har-rima- n

and Pierce and the Oregon Short-lin- e

Railroad Company for leave to inter-
vene in the case of the United States
against the Northern Securities Company
on the following grounds:

"First The plan of the directors of the
Northern Securities Company for the dis-

tribution of the stock of the Great North-
ern and Northern Pacific Railway com
panies Is not violative of the decree in the
Northern Securities case.

"Second No one but the United States
can successfully appeal to the court to
enjoin the execution of that plan on the
ground that it Is in violation of the Sher-
man anti-tru- st "act, and the United States
expresses satisfaction with the present de
cree.

"Third The stock of the two railway
companies Is not in the custody of the
court.

"Fourth An intervention is not neces
sary to enable tne petitioners to protect
any pecuniary interest or equity they

ha,l ,h ,, n,
the court. In discussing the reasons for the
decree, after reciting the grounds put
forth by Harrlman and Pierce for leave
to intervene, the court says: "Applications
for leave to intervene in a case alter the
entry of a final decree are very unusual.
They are never grnnted, as a matter of
course, and, owing to the tendency of such
applications to occasion delay and prolong
the existing litigation, they ought not to
be granted unless It Is necessary to do so
to preserve some right which cannot be
otherwise protected or to avoid some com
plication that is liable to arise.

"The principal ground, as It seems, on
which the petitioners, Harriman and
Pierce, base their application to Intervene
Is that it is necessary to the due enforce-
ment of the decree that they should be ad-
mitted into the cause as parties and be al
lowed to raise- further issues and obtain
further orders. It Is undoubtedly true
that a supplemental bill may be filed in a
case after the final decree for the purpose
of fully executing it, when, after the de-
cree is entered, some action has been taken
or unforeseen events have occurred which
will prevent its enforcement unless some
further orders or directions are given. But
we fail to perceive that further orders are
necessary in the case in hand to insure the
du execution of the decee according- - to

tory. It enjoined the doing of certain
threatened acts, and so long as these acts
are not done it enforces itself, and no fur
ther action looking to its enforcement is
deemed essential.

"When the decree was entered it was as
sumed by the court that when the stock
was thus rendered valueless in the hands
of the Securities Company the stockholders
of that company would be able and likewise
disposed to make some disposition of the
stock which, under all the circumstances
of the case, nvould be fair and Jusj and
would restore it to the market for the
world, where it would have some value in
stead of being a worthless commodity. It
was thought that the duty of thus dispos
ing of It could be safely left to the stock
holders of the Securities Company, and that
if any controversy arose In the discharge
of this function, in view of the situation
that had been created by the decree. It
would be a controversy that would properly
form the subject matter of an independent
suit between the parties immediately in-terest- ed.

"It was said in argument that one pur-
pose of the intervention Is to have that
clause of the decree which Is now merely
permissive made mandatory. But this
would be to modify the provisions of a de-
cree which has now become final by affirm-
ance and makes an order which we express-
ly and on full consideration declined to
make when the decree was entered. This
we must decline to do.

"Our conclusion is that the petitioners
should not be permitted to intervene and
put into the case new issues to be tried.
The due enforcement of the decree does not
necessitate such action, and 11 it so nap--
pensthat the decree of this court in favor
of the government creates a situation which
shall give rise to controversies between
stockholders of the Securities Company as
to how the holdings of that company in the
two railway companies ought to be dis-
tributed, or what, should be done to such
holdings, these are questions which can be
settled among the stockholders themselves,
who are more immediately concerned in
these things, and according to those prin-
ciples of law and equity which any court
having general common law and equity
powers is competent to enforce. Leave to
intervene is denied."

Action Will be Continued.
NEW YORK, April 19. Legal representa-

tives of the Harriman party were in con-

ference with the banking Interests this
afternoon. Later a representative of the
latter interests said: "We intend to con-
tinue this action. Our lawyers have- - not
yet decided when or where to make the
next move. It may be in New Jersey or
in this State."

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY

CONSIDERED BY CAB NET

Government Control in Case of
War May Be Necessary for

. Self-Protectio- n.

SUPERVISION IS POSSIBLE

WASHINGTON. April 13.-W- hile the dis-

cussion at the Cabinet meeting to-d- ay fav-

ored a wide range of subjects, by far the
most important matter considered was that
looking to the control by the government of
wireless telegraphy. The subject was con-

sidered at the last meeting of the Cabinet
in a brief way, but the discussion did not
assume that importance which was de-

veloped to-da- y. The subject was broached
by Secretary Hay In connection with the
communication received by the government
from Russia through Count Cassini, the
Russian ambassador. The discussion
finally drifted to the expression of an
opinion that it would be desirable, If not,
indeed, absolutely necessary, for this gov-
ernment to control, at least, In a supervi-
sory way, the operation of wireless tele-
graphy, particularly along the coasts. Sta-
tions for the receipt of wireless messages
are springing un at various places along
both the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. It
was pointed out that in the event. of a war
with a foreign nation it might be necessary
in defense of the Nation for officers of the
United States to have charge of these sta-
tions, as a means of assurances to the gov-
ernment that no communication was estab-
lished with vessels of an enemy's fleet, and
that the system was not used to the detri-
ment of the United States' Interests.

Thus far wireless telegraphy has not fig-

ured in international affairs and no conven-
tions covering its use have ben considered.
It is believed that, sooner or later, the sub-
ject will be taken up by diplomats, with a
view-- of reaching an international agree-
ment upon it. - What that agreement will be
cannot be forecasted, of course, but mean-
time it is the opinion of officials of this
government that measures should be adopt-
ed that will protect the government against
such employment of the wireless system
as might be Inimical to the Nation. The
discussion to-d- ay was tentative, in a meas-
ure, and no definite decision was reached.
It is likely, however, that in the near future
some action will be taken that will provide
for a proper government supervision of the
wireless swstem of telegraphy.

House Passes a Bill Providing for
Admission, of Oklahoma and

Arizona. ,

CANNON IN GOOD HUMOR

Throws the House Into an Uproar
by Turning Tables on Minority

Leader Williams.

WASHINGTON, April 19.-A- fter a de
bate extending through the entire session.
the House to-da- y passed the bill providing
for Joint statehood of Oklahoma and Indian
Territory under the name Oklahoma, and
of Arizona and New Mexico under the
name of Arizona. In discussing the rule
which had been reported by the commit-
tee on rules, providing for immediate con-

sideration of the bill, Mr. Williams, the
minority leader, declared that no Repub-
lican had any Idea that the bill would be-

come law at this session. Delegate Wil-
son, of Arizona, opposed the bill. It was
favored by Delegates Rodey, of New Mex-

ico, and McGuire, of Oklahoma.
When the third reading of the bill had

been directed by the speaker Mr. Moon in-

quired if the third reading was to be by
title only. In the midst tf an elaborate de
cision the speaker turned to the parliamen
tarian, Mr. Hinds, for further advice, and
then announced that he would resolve the
whole question in favor of the individual
privilege cf each member, any one of whom
could demand the reading of the bill.

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, jocu
larly inquired if the speaker's decision had
been arrived at "after consultation.

The speaker promptly replied that it had
been, and set the House in an uproar when
he added: "The skilled parliamentarian
who has been at this desk for many years
can give the chair," and alter a pause.
"and the gentleman from Mississippi cards
and spades and then have a fountain of
parliamentary knowledge lett.

It was some moments before the applause
and laughter which greeted this sally sub-
sided.

Mr. Maddox demanded the reading of the
bill, which was begun, but later he. with-
drew his request.

Speaker Cannon further convulsed the
House when he asked: "Is there any other
gentleman who desires the bill read?"

No one responding the bill was passed,
147 yeas to 104 nays, a strict party vote.

SENATE DISCUSSES
ACCOMMODA TIONS

WASHINGTON, April 19. The question
of additional accommodations in the way
of office and committee rooms occupied the
attention of the Senate the greater part of
the day. The subject arose In connection
with the provisions In the sundry civil
appropriation bill, one for an extension of
the east front of the Capitol building In
accordance with sketches left by Architect
Walters, and the other for an outside Sen-

ate office and committee building. Much va-

riety of opinion was expressed, and the
question was still under consideration when
the Senate adjourned. Several' minor bills
were passed during the day.

Mr. Morgan presented a memorial from
missionaries located in the Congro Free
State praying for an investigation into the
unsatisfactory condition of the natives and
American citizens in that country, and in
connection with it a resolution referring the
question to the committee on foreign rela
tions with instructions to investigate and
report to the Senate. The resolution was
agreed to.

The conference report on the army appro
priation bill was agreed to, which passed
the bill.

BILL TO DISMISS
OLD MEN FROM OFFICE

WASHINGTON, April 19. The House
committee on reform in the civil service to-

day authorized Chairman Gillett to intro-
duce the following bill with reference to
superannuation In the government service:
J "That upon the 30th day of June, 1907,
every office In the 'classified service of the
United States held by a person who is then
over seventy years of age shall become
vacant. After the 30th day of June, liU7,
every office in the classified service of the
United States shall become vacated when
the person holding It shall become seventy
years old."

The committee directed Mr. Gillett to re-
port all pending bills granting pensions
to civil employes of 'the government to the
House with the recommendation that they
lie on the table. Also that he draft a bill
reclassifying the clerical service of the
government with a view to providing for
more frequent promotions in the smaller
salaried positions.

HONOLULU, April 19.-- The Republican

territorial convention has Instructed for
President Roosevelt. Governor Carter and
Jonah K. Kalanianaole, delegate to Con-
gress, are among the delegates selected.

Springer Nominated for Mayor.
DENVER, Col., April 10. John W. Spring-

er, former president of the National Live
Stock Association, was nominated for
mayor of Denver by acclamation by the
Republican city convention to-da- y.

WASHINGTON. April 13. Wanted A
first-cla- ss organizer to manage the cam-

paign' of President Roosevelt.

ers have not paused in their efforts to find
a man to take the place at the head of the
Republican national committee.

Foraker, Scott, Payne, Blythe,
of Iowa, Gallinger and numerous others
have been mentioned, but each and all
have been counted out by the gossips for
various reasons. Root and Crane do not
want the place, while Postmaster Genera.

Scott, of West Vir-
ginia, is a possibility. While not an out-
spoken candidate the friends of Senator
Gallinger, of New Hampshire, are pulling
wires for him and express the belief that
he would be successful If elected.
